ANSAS CITY, July 1—The 
Kansas City branch of the 
General Motors Truck Company is 
delivering a fleet of eleven trucks 
to the Transcontinental Ajir 
Transport, Inc., the new trans- 
continental air transport organi- 
zation. The trucks, all Buick-pow- 
ered type 4008, are being sent 
to all sections of the country and 
will be used in servicing the 
planes of the company at their 
stops. 
The trucks are all equipped with 
special tank bodies built at the fac- 
tory here of the Butler Manufac- 


turing Company. The trucks, with |

With the 
trucks, the planes can be supplied 
with oil, gasoline and air. The en- 
gines of the trucks furnish the 
power to pump gasoline into the 
planes, heat the oil to the tem- 
perature of the plane engine and 
to “pump the air.” 

The gasoline tank has a 750- 
gallon capacity. There a two- 
compartment lubricating oil tank 
fitted with coils heated from the 
motor so that the oil can be sup- 
plied to the plane at the same ap- 
proximate degree as the oil already 
in the plane.

One of First 100 Built 





Aberdeen, Wash. July 1—A 
well preserved Buick, of 1904 vin- 
tage, found in the ruins of an old 
barn in the Hood Canal country, 
near here, has been purchased by 
M. M_ Stewart, Grays Harbor 
Buick aler, from Arthur Jensen, 
son ot cue farmer who purchased 
the automobile 20 years ago. 

The car, Stewart believes, is one 
of the select 100, the first batch of 
Buicks ever built, of which only 
three, as far as is known, have es- 
caped the junk pile. Stewart now 
has the old machine on display in 
his showrooms here. He plans to

The car is of the two-cylinder 
type.

The angle 
iron frame, heavy brass radiator 
and coal oil lamps are in as good 
condition as ever, according to 
stewart, who thinks that an en- 
gine overhauling and installation 
of new rubber will put the ma- 
chine in perfect running order. 

Jensen’s father obtained the car 
in 1909 from a Puyallup, Wash., 
doctor, trading him a plot of land 
for it. At that time the Buick was 
five years old, but models didn’t

P hil adelphian Traces 
Car Sales Direct 
To His Display

—By displaying and sell- 

ing airplanes in his show- 
room, Harry S. Thompson, 
dealer in Dodge 
and trucks, 6752 Ridge Ave., 
Roxborough, P hila delphia, 
has been stimulating sales of 
new cars. 
* The first automobile dealer in 
his vicinity to show flying ma- 
chines, Mr. Thompson is certain 
that the novelty of the display 
has been successful not only from 
an advertising point of view, but 
has drawn into his place of busi- 
ness numbers of interested per- 
sons, some of whom have pur- 
chased cars; and he sold the first 
airplane that he had on view. 

“I believe.” says Mr. Thompson, 
‘that the time will come when car 
dealers quite generally will be sell- 
ing flying machines of one kind or 
another. There is a very natural 


hook-up between the two forms of} 


transportation.” 

Mr. Thompson has an arrange- 
ment with the Philadelphia Air 
Transport Company of Norristown, 
Pa., whereby he sells on a commis- 
sion basis the Monocoupe, manu- 
factured by Mono Aircraft, Inc., of 
Moline, Ill. This machine is a two- 
place, enclosed monoplane, de- 
Signed to appeal to the private 
owner.

The retail price at which 
he plane was sold was $2,775. 

Is Mr. Thompson able to trace 
car sales directly to his airplane 
ear? Let him give an exam- 
ple: 

“I sold a new Dodge sedan to 
a man whe had been attracted to 
the window by the airplane dis- 
play. He had stopped in front, 
merely to look at the Monocoupe. 

As he became more interested, he 
stepped inside the salesroom to 
get a better view. We explained 
the features of the plane and 
then interested him in a sedan, 
for which he paid $1,200 cash. 

“This was an entirely 
sale of a new care, attributable, in 
so far as the customer's initial in- 
terest was concerned, solely to our 
airplane display. 

‘I have found that such a 
showing is a good feeder to ‘stop- 
in’ trade and that it helps to sell 
cars, as well as bring in a profit 
from the sale on the plane itself.”

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A UTOMOTIVE jobbers, through 
*” their affiliation and partici- 
pation in local government in 
some sections, are now and then 
called upon to take part in the 
building of community and coun- 
ty roads, not with a pick and 
shovel, although some of them 
have been heard to say they in- 
tend to quit business and do just 
that, but by voting expenditures 
and passing judgment on carry- 
ing capacity and such. 

Just about every town council in 
the country has a tendency to gloat 
lover road construction economy 
| without giving too much thought to 
the amount of traffic which may be 
pouring over the new road five or 
{ten years from now. 
| Commercial traffic is traveling 
{over our roads in a steadily increas- 
ling volume, much to the profit of 
‘all concerned. 
| From ten to fourteen tons is the 
limit most states have set as the 
largest burden that a loaded truck 
may lawfully carry over state high- 
| ways. Usually four tons is the 
greatest load allowed for each rear 
wheel. 

While this load is standing still. 
no great strain is on the roadbed 
But when such a load gets unde 
way there is a tremendous strain on 
| the roadbed. When a moving truck 
hits a slight obstruction in the road, 
|the wheel leaves the surface and 
;returns with a blow to the road sur- 
|\face which exceeds as much as 
| three times the load on that wheel 
| perhaps ten tons 
| New roads must be built with 
;this condition in mind. Inferior 
|}roads of no real structural strength 


; | will not be able to stand up underx 


ithe strain of present day traffic let 
alone the much increased traffic 
which we may logically look 
ward to in 1934. 

Recently, in Chicago, repairs on 
a through highway compelled the 
detouring of traffic on side streets 
Within one month the paving on 
these streets was utterly ruined by 
the heavy commercial traffic 
pounding over them. 

Of course there is no logical rea- 
son why every street in your com- 
munity should be built to stand the 
strain of a steady stream of five- 
ton trucks. The Chicago incident is 
merely mentioned to illustrate what 
will happen if inferior roads are 
built where through arteries for 
eommercial traffic are required. 
This is an excellent example of 
how “highway economy” may turn 
out to be highway robbery as far 
as you, aS a tax payer, are con- 
cerned.

This company 
holds valuable patents for the manufacture of this padding, and it 
has arrangements with several automobite manufacturers that permits 
them to produce the padding on payment of a royalty of so much a 
pound. The company also leases machinery for this work to manu- 
facturers of padding and collects a royalty for the material made 
and also a rental for the machines used.

The 
fiscal year of the company conforms to the calendar, and the chief plants 
and executive offices are located at Oakland, Cal. 

The financial condition of the company at the close of 1928 was 
strong. The total current assets amounted to $845,280, as compared with 
total current liabilities of $80,606, the ratio being better than ten to one 
if Savor of the assets. Cash on hand totaled $497,511, as compared with 
$120,000 on February 1, 1928. The net working capital at the close of the 
year was $764,674, compared with $392,553 on February 1, the date on 
which the first balance sheet of the new company was issued. 

The book value of the stock on December 31 amounted to $1,892,886,
